Cynics aaseit that the " dead line" 
in growing youugci every year 
Truth In a total stranger to Hum fic- 
tion. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
formerly enforced a rule thai no 
applicant over thirt- -five yearn '>e 
employed for any posit ion. Nine 
years ago this limit was raised to 
forty-five years. 

There is no " hard and and fast " 
cole governing the employment of 
ii»dp by the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railioad. It is Uft 
to 'he discretion of executives. 

Right here, however, is a point 
for the prayerful consider at ion of 
the stripling of twenty yeais. who 
will one day be forty with ihe gray 
at the temples that spells one of 
two fateful conditions for weal or 
woe— the badge of tiled and true 
efficiency or the ashes of failure.

One man rose from a job as extra 
telegraph operator to the post of 
yard waster, which he held when 
retired, lie began Ids life's work 
at sixteen.

An inspiring siun of the times 
is that. In every office or shop where 
von Hud i lies" veterans the vnungei 
tii-ii aie always consult iug them 

The big enterprises all know the 
value of seasoning, so you will find 
their executive forces spiinklel with 
gray heads Most of the smaller 
esrHblishincnis have come to realize 
thin. 

Occasionally there is an exoep 
lional concern. It is gripped with 
the delusion that youth is the run 
nitiL' ol the race rathei than the pre 
pa ration for it. Such a concern is 
apt tosuff-r. Here is an instance : 

A certain advertising house in 
Manhattan became hyp-ioi ig*d by 
an "efficiency expert " It em- 
ployed several executives whose 
Strati ranged from forty to fifty five 
At the expert's recommendation 
Ihese men were released as being 
too old. 

Theie salaries had ranged from 
I3.000.io $10,000 annually,- Men or 
from twenty five to thirty years were 
employed to teplace them nt salaries 
or from $1,200 to *•! 000 to start.

Deafness from Colds In Childhood. 

In the report of an address given 
by Dr. Wendell C. Pbillips, senior 
aural surgeon of lh« New York 
Post •Graduate Hospital, and pub- 
lished in the iletlicul Journal, the 
doctor says thai more ii.au 25 per 
ceut. of persons over 30 years of 
age were more or less deaf iu ono 
ear. The commonest form of deaf- 
uees is caused by trouble in the 
middle ear. This, as a rule, de- 
velops iu middle life, but its 
fouud-ttion is usually laid iu child- 
hood. 

Neglected colds in head and alight 
earaches in childhood gradually 
lead to thickening of the no m- 
branes in the middle ear, often of 
the drum itself. The middle ear 
is connected with the pharynx 
(space back of the nose) by a flue 
tube called the Eustachian tube, 
winch admits air iutothe middle ear, 
thus rqtializiug the ear pressure on 
t he drum of the ear The Eustachian 
lube is easily stopped up by a 
swelling at its mouth or by blowing 
infectious material from the nose 
into it. (Tills can be avoided, 
however, by i lowing the nose with- 
out taking hold of or pinch n : tho 
nose aud keeping the in inli oja-R 
all the time the blowing is bung 
done.) 

Dr. Phillips said that any mea- 
sures which will pievent cold to ihe 
head will prevent deafness. Good 
bodily health, strenuous exercise in 
ihe opeu air aud proper dtewdug are 
most important in preventing colds. 

u No person can live In a change- 
able climate by noddling himself," 
warned the doctor. "As much 
harm may come from overdressing 
and bundling up the neck as Imru 
negbct to wear sufficient clothing. 
No one should pet mil his skin to 
become so sensitive that lhe.slighlet.t 
exjMisure to a (Ira tight of air would 
result in taking cold. The more 
you coddle, the more liable you are 
lo cold." He advises, when an 
abscess forms in the middle ear, the 
cutting through of the drum by the 
attending physician without waiting 
for the Obscene to break. •* Ii is a 
mistaken idea that to punc'ure tie 
ear drum will result in deafness. 
The ear drum has but little to do 
whit th*» function of hearing." — 
Phila. Record.

The measure before 
creating a Bureau for the 
Dumb in the Department of Labor 
(known as H R. 244) will soon 
know its fate in committee. Two of 
the ablest men in Congress— Re- 
presentative John K. Raker, of Cali- 
fornia, who introduced it, and Re- 
presentative Albert Johnson, of 
Washington State, who was ready 
to introduce it if Raker had not, have 
written six times in the past week to 
the Director of the Impostor Bureau. 
The upshot of it all is this " appeal 
through the columns of the national 
weekly of the deaf journalistic 
world," as Rep. Raker characteries 
it; an appeal that should meet with 
instant and ready compliance. 

WHAT YOU CAN DO TO HBLP 
A similar measure to H. R. 244 
was introduced in the last three 
successive Congresses— and died in 
committee. Our present bill will 
meet like fate unless a nation-wide 
demand comes in through the mails 
of Uncle Sam. The Impostor 
Bureau, having secured the passage 
of laws in eleven different states and 
failed in an even greater number of 
attempts, the past four years ago 
tbe Director is fully aware of the 
difficulties confronting tbe deaf of 
America. But if every reader of 
this magazine wrote just one letter 
to the House of Representatives, the 
measure would go through in quick 
order.
